A dispatch from Cheyenne under 


date of tbe 18th, gives the following 
account of the train robbery at Big 
Spring, Neb: 


The Eaat bound passenger train 


whieh passed here at 3 F. M. to-day 
was stopped and robbed by thirteen 
masked men at Big Spring, 160 miles 
east of here, to-night. The robotrs 
first took possession of the station at 
Big Spring, destroying the telegraph 
instruments and 
compelling the 


agent to hang out a red light. When 
tbe train stopped the robbers took 
possession, putting the train men 
and passengers under guard. The 
express car was broken into and the 
safe robbed of about 975,000. The 
passengers were also robbed, but of 
what amount is not yet ascertained. 
To delay the train reaching the next 
station and an nlarm being given, 
tbe fire in the locomotive was wet 
down. A freight train, overtaking 
the express, loaned it its engine, aud 
the express proceeded to Ogallala, 
from where the report of the rob- 
bery is made, The robbers are be- 
lieved to have gone north. The 
railroad company offer a reward of 
*5,000 for the arrest of the thieves. 


The following additional particu- 


lars are given under date of the 19th: 


Big Springs, the station where tbe 


robbery of the express train wan com- 
mitted laat night, ia a water station 
162 miles east of this place. There 
are only one er two houses there be- 
sides the station. Tbe robbers tode 
to the station in the evening and took 
possession of everything, tearing the 
telegraph instrument* out and throw- 
ing them away. A red light waa then 
hung out to stop tne train, which 
reached there about 11 o'clock, On 
the conductor stepping off to see 
what was wanted, he waa confronted 
by two men armed with revolvers, 
who ordered him to throw up his 
hands. Tbe engineer and fireman 
were secured and a guard placed at 
each coach door. The station agent 
waa compelled to knock on the ex- 
press car door, and on its being open- 
ed for him the robbers rushed in and 
overpowered meaaenger Miller and 
toak possession of the oar. They se- 
cured $65,000 in coin and about 9500 
in currency from the express com- 
pany. The through safe, which is 
stationary and has a combination 
lock, they left undisturbed. It con- 
tained a very large turn of money. 
The passengers in tbe coaches were 
then visited and relieved ot their cash 
and valuables. 
The plunder taken 


from the paaaengera is stated to be 
81,300 In cash, four gold watches and 
a ticket to Chicago. One man, named 
Morris, lost a gold watch and 8480 in 
money. The arrival of a freight train 
evidently interfered with their plans 
for after putting out tbe fire in the 
locomotive of theexpress they mount- 
ed aud rode away without disturbing 
the occupants of the sleeping cars. 


To-day the Union Pacific Railroad 


Company and the Union Pacific Ex- 
press Company offer a reward of 910,- 
000 for the arrest of the thieves and 
the recovery of the money. A pro 
rata of the reward to be paid for the 
recovery of any portion of tbe money 
or the capture of any of the robbers. 
The sheriffs of the surrounding coun- 
ties, and tbe commanding officers of 
the military posts throughout Ne- 
braska, Wyoming and along tbe Kan- 
sas Pacific railroad have been notified 
of the robbery, and everything pos- 
sible will be done to effect the ar- 
rest,
